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2. ‘There is a slight chance of fraud, if reasonable care in the selection 
of institutions and individuals is not taken. Good experimental design and 
dealing with quality institutions will minimize this possibility. 

3. TE the set of phenomena are real, the possibility of physical harm by 
hostile intelligence to Subjects Like Tl, must be considered. 

4, Lax security precautions could provide HOTS valuable information about 
us military capabilities in Psychoenergetics. 

(S/NOFORN) GAINS: | 

1. ‘These are too numerous to list, and for the most part are obvious. tt 
is recognized, however, that all Psychoonergetic applications are hardly 
knowin. 

2, “he capability to perform accurately even one. of the phenomena Like 
Remote Viewing, is beyond the eek concept of worth. 

(S/NOVORN) RECOMMENDATIONS : 


1. That the Army develop a rational, comprehensive program to examine military

5. ALL records should clearty reflect that Army is not sponsoring any sort 

of "mind control" experiments, but is dealing only in those areas of Legitimate 
military concern, 


G6. That ACSt and staff keep tho CSA/VCS currenk as progress is made. 
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(S/NOFORN) SUMMARY: 

1. he US military must not ignore oF be swayed from involvement in 
Psychoenergetic research and development. The issue at stake is far too 
important for that. 


2. tt is not an overstatement to say that successful development and use of 


psychoenergetic capabilities are comparable in import and impact as develop~ 


ment of the atomic weapon in 1944,
